THE NATION 


After eight days of debate on civil rights the Senate reached 


a compromise on a school aid bill and voted the largest such 
subsidy in the nation's history. The measure calls for the ap- 
propriation of $14.4 billion over the next three years, with the 
bulk of the money earmarked for schools in urban and rural 
slums. The debate narrowly escaped being bogged down in a 
filibuster by southern senators who objected to provisions that 
would cut off funds for school districts that lag in their de. 
segregation plans. 


The House voted an authorization of $1.9 8 billion for the poverty 


program this year. However, the chairman of the appropria- 
tions committee said he would introduce legislation limiting the 
allocation to $1.6 billion. 


President Johnson referred to Justice Department statistics 


showing a 16 per cent increase in the nation's crime rate and 
said they illustrated the "awesome consequences" of with- 
holding federal aid to local law enforcement agencies. In his 
statement, issued at the Texas White House, Johnson appealed 
to Congress to reconsider and pass the anticrime act that he 
advocated 10 months ago. 


THE WORLD 


The Viet Cong made simultaneous attacks on three United 


States Infantry base camps in the upper Mekong Delta, 25 miles 
southwest of Saigon. The guerrillas were repulsed, but in one 
case they succeeded in breaching the barbed wire of the outpost 
and fought hand-to-hand with defenders. Seven American soldiers 
were killed and 46 were wounded in the three engagements. 


The concept of a multi-national fleet of destroyer sunder NATO 


command was approved by the chiefs of staff of the 14 members 
countries meeting in Brussels. The plan, which will probably 
have the United States, Britain and the Netherlands contributing 
one or two destroyers, will be put up for ratification Tuesday 
by NATO's defense planning committee. 


Secretary General Thant appealed to the Security Council to 


renew the mandate of the UN peacekeeping force on Cyprus. 
Thant catalogued the limitations placed on the 4,500-man force 
but also cited its success in preventing wide-ranging open 
hostilities between Turkish and Greek Cypriotes. 
Without 


Security Council action, the UN troops would have to leave by 
Dec. 26. 


The world's first supersonic airliner, the Concorde, was un. 


veiled by its French and British developers before 1,000 dig. 
nitaries Monday. 
Although the plane is the product of Joint 


design and production, British speakers at the ceremony made 
chiding allusions to France's veto of Britain's application for 
membership in the Common Market. The Concorde is to under, 
go flight tests in about 10 weeks.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Senate passed a $14.2.'oillion 
school aid authorization bill 
Monday after settling a contro- 
versy with Southern members 
over desegregation issues. 


The vote was 71 to 7, with all 


the opposing votes coming from 
the Southern side. 


The bill, the biggest federal 


aid authorization for education 
in history, still faces a stormy 
compromise session with thei 
House. 


The Senate version authorizes 


a three-year extension of the 
1965 Elementary and Secondary 
Act and other school programs 
while the House bill, passed last 
May, would authorize a $4.1 bil. 
lion one-year extension. 


Southern senators led by Sen. 


Richard 
B. Russell, 
D.Ga. 


discontinued 
their 
fight 
to 


amend the civil rights features 
of the bill after Sen. Wayne 
Morse, D.Ore. produced writ- 
ten assurances that the adminls. 
tratlon would adopt new proce. 
dures in school desegregation 
cases. 


These assurances were in a 


letter from John W. Gardner, 
Secretary of Health, Education 
and Welfare, who said school 
districts would be given at least 
six months notice of any threat- 
ened civil rights action, and that 
funds would not be cut off dur. 
ing a school year unless a dis. 
trict acts in bad faith. 


The House bill contains a pro- 


vision, eliminated by the Sen- 
ate, which would require the Of. 
fice of Education to go through 
a lengthy formal process before 
cutting off funds. The Johnson 


administration strongly opposed 
this provision. 


The Senate also completely 


revised a House provision which 
would channel entirely through 
the states funds in the Elemen- 
tary and Secondary Act for in- 


novative, 
experimental pro- 


grams. 


Under the Senate language, 


one.third of this money would 
be handled by the states next 
year, one. half in fiscal 1970, and 
two-thirds in fiscal 1971. 


Marines in 10-Hour Battle 
With North Vietnamese 


SAIGON (AP) — U.S. Ma- 


rines maneuvering along the 
South China Sea Coast on foot 
and in amphibious tractors 
fought a lO.hour battle Monday 
with North Vietnamese troops 
near the Leatherneck outpost of 
GIo Linn and reported killing 54 
of the enemy. 


It was the third big fight 


along the demilitarized zone in 
a week. The battle raged until 
the Marines poured in reinforce, 
ments and the North Viet- 
namese pulled back. The U.S. 
Command countered with raids 
on North Vietnamese positions 
in the area by B52 saturation 
bombers 
and 
Navy 
attack 


bombers. 


The Marines put their casual- 


ties at 20 wounded in the fight 
that opened when elements of 
the 4th Marine Regiment and 
the 1st Amtrack Battalion were 
hit by heavy Communist mor. 
tar, machine-gun and small 
arms fire about five miles east- 
northeast of Gio Linh. 


The Marines also reported 


that North Vietnamese sainars 
slammed 67 rounds of artillery 
and mortars into their outposts 
and other maneuver battalions 


along the frontier of the west 
Monday. The shellings cost the 
Marines one 
dead and one 


wounded. 


The U.S. Command sent in 


B52s to pound North Vietnamese 
positions inside the one time de. 
militarized zone from which the 
Communists stage their attacks 
along the frontier. 


In one strike Monday, the

hit suspected North Vietnamese 
troop concentrations and forti. 
fled rocket positions three miles 
north of Gio Linh. 


The big bombers returned 


Tuesday morning to raid sus- 
pected North Vietnamese troop 
concentrations and artillery po.

the DMZ, five miles northwest 
of the Marine outpost of Con 
Thien. 


In the air war over North 


Vietnam, northeast monsoons, 
now in their sixth week, contin- 
ued to hamper the American air 
effort Monday. 
Most of the 


strikes flown were confined to 
secondary targets in the south, 
ern half of North Vietnam.

the highest annual increase in 
crime of the decade, according 
to the Federal Bureau of In. 
vestlgation. 


F.B.I, figures show that the 


number of crimes committed 
by Americans went up 11 per 
cent last year over the year be- 
fore, 6 per cent in 1965, 13 
per cent in 1964, 10 per cent 
in 1963, 6 per cent in 1962 
and 3 per cent in 1961. 


Bank robberies accounted for 


the most spectacular increase 
in the nation's crimes this year. 
They were up 60 per cent over 
last year, according to the gov. 
ernment report.

and J. Edgar Hoover, the FBI 
director.

UN Warned 
Of Uncurbed 
Population 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. — 


Secretary General Thant re- 
ceived Monday 
a declaration 


signed by 30 heads of govern, 
ment that warns of the perils 
of uncurbed population growth 
and calls for family planning 
to be a recognized and basic 
human right. 


The declaration was present, 


ed at a ceremony attended by 
some, but by no means all, of 
the invited 122 delegations. 


The firm support voiced by 


Thant 
and the participating 


diplomats was seen by officials 
and observers here as an effort 
to place the "moral authority" 
of the United Nations behind the 
declaration, although it was not 
an undertaking voted and ap- 
proved by the membership. 


The U.N. is moving ahead 


to help governments with birth 
control programs when they re- 
quest them, but for many, years 
the organization had a go-slow 
attitude. This was largely be- 
cause some states objected for 
religious reasons to birth con. 
trol programs. 


Expect 
Increase 
Arab Ports 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
U.S. 


government analysts believe 
Russia will acquire no naval or 
military bases of its own in the 
Mediterranean Brsin, but will 
increase its use of Arab ports 
and installations. 


The analysts cite two main 


reasons for this: 


— Any overt Soviet move to 


take control of bases in the Mid. 
die East probably would drive 
worried NATO nations closer to- 
gether. This would clash with 
basic Soviet policy aimed at 
weakening NATO unity. 


Western European countries 


already are alarmed by Mos. 
cow's ever.bolder naval opera- 
tions in the Mediterranean. This 
problem is expected to receive 
close attention at this week's 
NATO meetings in Brussels. 


— For 20 years the Russians 


have been campaigning to pry 
the United States out of foreign 
military bases within range of 
Soviet soil. If the Russians 
should start acquiring bases in 
Arab lands at this time, they 
might catch a backlash of na- 
tionalism. 


The monthly average of Rus. 


sian warships in the Mediterra- 
nean has risen nearly tenfold 
over the past three years. Since 
the June war between Israel 
and the Arab states, the Soviet 
Navy has been an almost con- 
stant guest in Egyptian ports. 


Sources said there usually are 


about 40 Russian naval vessels 
In the "Med" at any given time. 
More than half of them normal- 
ly are modern fighting ships, in- 
eluding guided-missile cruisers 
and destroyers, submarines and 
amphibious units. 


The Russians have nothing so 


formidable as the two attack 
aircraftcarriers, that make up 
the core of the 50-ship U.S. 6th 
Fleet in the Mediterranean.

There has been a lot of talk lately 


about the necessity of "progressive 
thinking." Of the need to look far 
off into the future and determine 
what our needs will be then so that 
we can plan for them now. And there 
is no question that this kind of 
thinking has its value and place. 


But over the past few years the 


tendency has been to place all of 
our emphasis on the future while 
we overlook many of the things that 
present a crying need for immediate 
attention. So much so, that what is 
often offered as "looking to the 
future" is nothing more than out- 
right procrastination. 


And what about that future? Will 


it be anything like what we might 
imagine today? Not if the facts of 
our historical past possess any re- 
vealing attributes. 


There was a time when furs were 


as valuable as gold or silver or 
even some precious gems, and War- 
ren County produced its share.But 
these furs were only of great value 
when transported to eastern sea- 
board ports for shipment to Europe. 
So it is altogether likely that any 
planning done by the fur traders 
working the territory at the begin- 
ning of the 19th century would have 
been directed to improving 
the 


waterways leading east. 


Yet a year later the first timber 


raft was floated down the Allegheny 
River to Fort Pitt, and an industry 
that was destined to replace fur 
trading was born. Soon the giants 
of this industry were looking to the 
future and determining what 
the 


needs in the county would be in 
years to come. Their emphasis 
was directed to the sections along 
the river, for the river would al- 


ways provide transportation to the 
West, and it was in the West where 
the markets were. 


But even as they planned, Col. 


Edwin Drake struck oil at Titusville 
and within two years oil producing 
wells were strung along the river 
in the vicinity of Tidioute. In an- 
other few years they were spread- 
ing out to other sections of the 
county. Some of this oil was floated 
down the river to market, but in 
general King Oil preferred to go 
east to the seaboard and to ride 
there on railroad cars. 


Hurriedly, railroads were planned 


and built. Then the county passed 
through an era when all planning 
for the future was based on rail 
transportation. Since then railroads 
have diminished in importance to 
be replaced by four-lane highways 
and air transportation. 


And while both lumber and oil 


still play an important part in our 
county economy, a new economic 
dimension has developed in the form 
of recreational potential. An oppor- 
tunity that wasn't even considered 
of 
importance by "progressive 


thinkers" of less than 20 years 
ago. Yet today it is heralded as the 
second largest industry in the state, 
and Warren County is considered 
to be among the more richly en- 
dowed. 


Much of the future of our county 


may depend on the foresight of 
those who plan for it, that's for 
sure. But that future will be just 
as dependent, too, on the degree 
of forcefulness 
we 
employ in 


promoting the opportunities that 
are ours today. If we drive for- 
ward now, tomorrow may take care 
of itself.

student. Depends on how much 
history they can manage 
to 


learn before studying history 
formally at school. 


"Although a Southerner" ~ 


Mr. Garraty is talking about 
Lyndon Johnson ~ "he was not 
prejudiced against Negroes." 
Thus an Arab historian might 
write: "Although a Jew, Ber- 
nard 
Baruch was not avari- 


clous." How easily one simple 
"although" will create a stereo- 
type. 


In 1964, Mr, Garraty plunges 


on, "the Republicans nominated 
an arch-conservative isolation. 
1st 
Senator 
Barry 
Gold- 


water." Now, if Barry Gold, 
water is an isolationist, I am 
a Communist, and Mr. Garraty 
is a historian. The conspicuous 
neo-isolatlonists these days are 
William Fulbright and Walter 
Llppmann, indeed Mr. Lipp. 
mann has acknowledged the ap- 
plicability of the designation. 
One somehow has the feeling 
that in the event that Messrs. 
Fulbright and Lippmann should 
prove to be stylesetters, Mr. 
Garraty would remove from a 
future edition of his book the 
description of Senator Gold, 
water as an isolationist: lest 
credit should spill onto a his- 
torically flagitious politician. 


Richard Nixon takes a little 


longer, but we come straight 
to the point, "to sharp contrast 
to Stevenson stood Republican 
Richard Nixon. One of the first 
to believe the worst of Aleer 


Hiss" - how's that for rhe- 
torical gamesmanship? Com- 
pare George Lincoln Rockwell: 
"Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt 


was one of the first to observe 
the worst about Adolf Hitler" 
- "he (Nixon) had skyrocketed 
to national prominence by re- 
lentlessly exploiting the public 
fear of Communist subversion. 
'Traitors in the high councils 
of our government,' he charged 
in 1950 without advancing 
a 


shred of proof, 'have made 
sure that the deck is stacked 
on the Soviet side of the diplo. 
matic tables.' " Compare: "In 
his inaugural address, Presi. 
dent Franklin Roosevelt,without 
advancing a shred of proof, re- 
lentlessly exploited the fear of 
a national Depression." 


I hardly need to dwell on the 


treatment of Senator Joe Mo 
Carthy. The prose sounds like 
the balloons in horror comics, 
e.g. 
"For 
weeks his (Me. 


Carthy's) dark scowl, his blind 
combativeness and disregard 
ARTBUCHWALD 


for every human value stood ex* 
posed for millions to see. The 
climax came when he maligned 
a young member of the law firm 
of Joseph Welch, chief counsel 
of the Army, charging that he 
had once been a member of a 
radical organization." Imagine! 
At this point we have reached 
page 816 of Mr. Garraty's his- 
tory. But there are never enough 
pages to record that the young 
member of the law firm had in- 
deed belonged to a radical or- 
ganization, so that anyone who 
knows a little history is left with 
the vaguely unsatisfying feeling 
of having read an objurgative 
passage culminating: "The cli- 
max 
came when Mr. Smith 


charged that the square root of 
four is two." 


And on and on and on. No 


wonder that they are In a re- 
bellious mood. They have a lot 
to rebel about, if such is typical 
of the ideologized gruel that 
passes for learning.

Secretary For the OAS 


WASHINGTON — The hassling over a new 


Secretary General of the Organization of the 
American States highlights one of the most 
significant changes in Pan-American history. 


In the old days the United States picked the 


Secretary General from a friendly Latin coun- 
try and made sure he got elected. This time 
the United States has supported a man from the 
most anti-United States nation 
in South America, but hasn't 
lifted a finger to get him elect, 
ed. 


Of all South American coun- 


tries, Ecuador has been the 
most anti.American. President 
Otto Arosemena Gomez flatly 
refused to sign the 
Summit 


Conference agreement between 
Pan-American presidents last 
April. He delivered a tirade against the United 
States to President Johnon's face, then last Octo- 
ber booted out U.S. Ambassador Wymberly 
Coerr, giving him only 48 hours to pack up. 
Coerr, an able diplomat, had merely delivered 
a constructive speech regarding the Alliance for 
Progress. 
Despite this, the United States gave Its blessing 


to an ex-presldent of Ecuador, Galo Plaza Lasso, 
to be the new Secretary General choosing him 
because Plaza is by far the most experienced 
diplomat in the Western Hemishpere. He has 
represented the United Nations in the Congo, in 
Cyprus, and in Lebanon when Eisenhower landed 
troops there in 1957. 


Galo Plaza has such experience and prestige 


that as Secretary General he would be just as 
likely to crack down on the United States as not. 
Despite this, and despite the unjustified high- 
handedness of Galo Plaza's country toward the 
United States, the State Departm ent chose him for 
the most important diplomatic post in the Wes- 
tern Hemisphere, and has continued to back him. 


It did not, however, engage in a lobbying cam- 


paign to put him across. The Johnson administra- 
tion knows how to lobby when It wants to. During 
the Dominican crisis it pulled wires frantically 
and effectively to line up Latin votes to support 
an OAS police force. K sent Assistant Secretary 
Lincoln Gordon to Brazil, Ambassador Averell 
Harriman to Argentina, and Deputy Secretary 
Tom Mann to Mexico, to line up votes.

Secretary General of the OAS, however, the 
United States expressed Its support for Galo 
Plaza as the best man but engaged in no wire- 
pulling to elect him.

dent Barrientos has passed through Panama he 
was a guest at Boyd's home. 


Ex-Foreign Minister Boyd did not merely stop 


at the La Paz airport. He drove into the city, 
spent some time with President Barrientos. to 
the end, Bolivia switched back to the Panamanian 
candidate. 
Bolivia has now switched its vote 


four times. 


Venezuela's wire-pulling however, was mild 


compared to the vote-lobbying of Ambassador 
Eduardo Hitter-Aislan of Panama. His presi- 
dent, Marco Robles, got on the telephone, not 
only to Barrientos of Bolivia but to various Latin 
American presidents, urging that they vote for 
Hitter. 
The president of Nicaragua, General 


Tachito Somoza, one of the few remaining Cen- 
tral American dictators, made a public state- 
ment demanding that all Central Americans sup- 
port Rltter. 


Ambassador Hitter himself flew back to 


Panama after four votes on the OAS still result, 
ed in a deadlock. He addressed the Panamanian 
Assembly, claiming that the American press 
was prejudiced against Panama and him. 


Earlier, Panama's deputy ambassador to the 


OAS had inferentially accused the United States 
of pressuring fo» votes, when absolutely no such 
pressure was being exerted. 


Most flagrant pressure, however, was exerted 


by the No. 2 man in the OAS, Luis Raul Betances, 
a Dominican, who was decorated by Panama, and 
has a pledge from Panamanian Ritter that if he 
is elected, Betances will keep his job. 


To rally votes for Rltter, Betances phoned 


Dominican Ambassador Enriquillo del Rosarlo, 
demanding that the Dominican Republic vote 
for him. 
Betances even threatened to inter- 


cede with President Balaguer to get Rosarlo 
fired if he did not vote for Ritter. Finally he 
told the Dominican that he had a gun in his 
drawer, insinuating that he might be compelled 
to use it if Rosario didn't change his vote. 


Incensed at this threat, Ambassador Rosario, 


summoned a meeting of OAS ambassadors to 
protest. 
Dr. Jose Mora, retiring Secretary 


General of the OAS, promptly fired Bentances 
as No, 2 man in the OAS. 


Meanwhile, the Dominican Republic, which has 


so much foreign aid money from the United 
States that it can't spend it all, had been voting 
against the candidate of the United States, Galo 
Plaza.

the 


deepest chasm 
of 
public condemnation 
for 


fraudulence. The same problem 
can also be phrased another 
way, as a grimly blunt ques- 
tion: 


"Why do we like what we 


like?" 


It is a question that has been 


hanging 
about, 
always on. 


answered, for a great many 
centuries. Take the male half 
of the so-called Ludovlsl throne 
in the Boston Museum. The 
female half in Rome, with its 
incomparable bas-relief 
of 


Venus rising from the sea, is 
certainly among the greatest 
surviving works of Greek sculp- 
ture. But is the male half really 
contemporary with the female 
half, or Is it only a pseudo- 
archaic work of Roman date? 


The experts have been ar- 


guing that problem for a great 
many decades. The majority 
holds the first of the two views 
set forth above. But If the 
minority is right, the wonder, 
ful piece in the Boston Museum 
is an ancient but scandalous and 
intentional fraud; for the male 
half of the throne much too ex* 
actly echoes the female half to 
be the kind of free exercise in 
an older style that is some, 
times found amofur Greco-Ro- 


man sculptures. 


If the Metropolitan's little 


bronze horse could only 
be 


placed in the latter category, 
one must add, the experts would 
still be admiring It as "the 
finest surviving object in the 
well • known Greco - Roman 
archaizing style.". And if that 
only 
inflames 
the problem, 


what then are we to say about 
the "Christ Healing a Cripple," 
which was sold to a contempor- 
ary collector as a work by 
Albrecht Durer by the 
late 


Renaissance Italian artist,Luca 
Giordano? 


Doubts were raised. The col. 


lector took the case to court. 
Luca Giordano thereupon proud- 
ly revealed his own signature, 
hidden on the supposed Durer. 
And on that occasion the judge 
perhaps sensibly ruled in favor 
of the faker on the ground that 
Luca Giordano deserved to go 
scot-free if he could really 
paint as well as Durer. 


Or think of the more recent 


case of the European million- 
aire who paid a huge sum for 
a Picasso and then heard its 
authenticity challenged. That 
time, 
the 
remedy seemed 


simple. The picture was shipped 
off to be inspected by Picasso 
himself. He examined it care- 
fully and sympathetically. 
He 


asked what had been paid for it 
and was told. 


"The price was right," said 


Picasso shortly; and there the 
matter ended. 


to the field of painting alone 


one could go on for pages in 
this manner. Yet the field Is 
actually less fertile in examples 
of this kind than many another 
area, in all of which countless 
collectors range hungrily about, 
checkbooks at the ready. 


Consider, here, the supreme 


case of the so-called "Furni. 
ture of Gods." This magnificent 
set of chairs and sofas of the 
time of Louis XV was uni- 
versally acclaimed as the finest 
in the whole world, as soon as 
it first attracted general atten- 
tlon in the mM.l9th century 


collection of the Baron Leopold 
Double. 
At the Double sale, 


the set actually went for 100,000 
gold francs, which would be 
close to $200,000 in modern 
money. 


It was then left to the Louvre, 


where it remained, 
always 


drenched in awe and adulation, 
until a dark moment in 
the 


mid. '30s, 
when the great 


scholar, Pierre Verlet, hap- 
pened to take a suspicious sec* 
ond look at it. The second look 
led to research and analysis. 
And the research and analysis 
led to over half the pieces in 
the "Furniture of the Gods" 
being 
condemned to t h e 


Louvre's cellars as 19th cen- 
tury copies. And in the cellars 
these 
still quite 
wonderful 


pieces remain to this day. 


The same thing has more 


recently happened to several 
famous pieces in the celebrated 
collection of French furniture 
in the Victoria and Albert Mu. 
seum In London. And these, too, 
had been drenched In awe and 
adulation for close on to a cen- 
tury when an able young cura- 
tor, Peter Thornton, belatedly 
began the task of making a 
proper catalog of his museum's 
French treasures, with many a 
surprising result. 


Such, then, are a few illustra- 


tions of the problem of "now 
you see it, now you don't." At 
one moment, a picture, a sculp, 
ture or an object is quasi, 
religiously venerated as one of 
the highest products of one of 
the highest moments of artistic 
creation. And at the next mo- 
ment it is hustled off to dusty 
oblivion - though still 
un. 


changed in any smallest detail 
except its attribution. 


Maybe the best thing would be 


to give such pieces heroic 
burial. When the early Temple 
Delphi 
burned, 
and 
King 


Alyattes of Lydla's gold and 
ivory dedicatory statues 
of 


Apollo were sadly charred,they 
were granted heroes' tombs In 
Delphi's sacred way. So there 
Is a good precedent for the suf 
fMtion.

And without 
doubt, Medicare is saving hun.

strophlc financial blow of sen* 
ous, prolonged illness. 


But for many others, Medl* 


care is actually driving up the 
cost of health care and raising 
rates for younger Americans 
as well. 
ITEM: One elderly lady suffer, 
ing from a blood condition has 
for years been visiting a major 
New York City hospital weekly 
for vitamin injections. Before 
Medicare went Into effect, the 
hospital charged this lady $1.50- 
$1.75 for each visit. After Medi. 
care went into effect, the charge 
jumped to $20 per visit. Thus, 
she was now required to pay not 
only a $50 per year Medicare 
deductible, but also 20 per cent 
of the bill In co-insurance - or 
$4 per month as against the 
former $1.50 to $1.75. 


ITEM: One New York City 


surgeon charged an elderly pa. 
tlent $175 to remove a cata. 
ract before Medicare went into 
effect. But the same surgeon's 
charge for a similar operation 
on the same patient after Medi. 
care became effective was $500. 
Because of the deductibles and 
because the "reasonable and 
customary" fee allowed by the 
government for this operation 
was only a fraction of $500, this 
patient now had to pay $400 for 
the post-Medicare operation, In- 
stead of the $175 he paid pre- 
Medicare. 
ITEM: It is now estimated that 


of every $1 being spent for Medi- 
care and Medlcaid services in 
Msr York City, an astounding 80 
cents is going for cost increases 
rather than for extra medical 
services. 


A growing number of doctors 


and dentists now are reported 
to be earning as much as $100, 
000-$150,000 a year as a result 
of Medicare-Medicald business, 
to Senator Thaler's words; 
"They're having a bonanza, par- 
ticularly among the elderly and 
in low-income areas." 


As a result of the Inflated 


charges, the cost of healthcare 
remains prohibitive for many 
financially near-desperate el. 
derly Americans. Also as a 
result, pressure is mounting to 
fix, at the federal level, fees 
physicians may charge Medfc 
care patients for their services. 
(Physicians may set their own 
fees today, and the patient pays 
the difference between what is 
considered 
"reasonable and 


customary" 
and the actual 


amount of the bill.) 


Because of the continuing 


high cost to the elderly of 
health services, pressure is 
mounting too to eliminate the 
deductibles and cc-insurance 
provisions in today's legisla- 
tion. The cost of this to the 
UjS. government would approxi. 
mate $1.4 billion a year. 


The excesses of a greedy 


fringe are openly and widely 
admitted. If the U. S. medical 
profession falls to curb them 
on its own, it will only be in* 
viting further government con- 
trols on medical practice and 
fees, a step the profession 
wants least.

Mother Nature handed Warren 


County "doe" hunters a real 
kick In the pants yesterday as 
•he poured a cold rain on the 
nlrorods throughout the 
day 


and buffeted them with winds 
up 
to 20 miles per hour. 


Temperatures ranged from a. 
round thefreezingmari In some 
areas to well below in others. 


These unfavorable conditions 


kept the heavy hunting pres- 
sure from penetrating into the 
deepest 
areas of the deer 


country and contributed much 
towards the low kill that re. 
suited on the opening day of the 
antler less season. 
At Chapman Dam, a prominent 
point of comparison for the rest 
of the county, Myron Bullock 
reported only 40 deer killed. 
This, he said, was far below 
average and was surprising be. 
cause the hunting pressure e:u 
ceeded past seasons. Approxl. 
mately 600 hunters were count- 
ed there throughout the day. 


Bullock estimated that with 


the deer population he had ob- 
served before the opening of the 
buck season he had expected 
the kill yesterday to be close 
to double what it was. 


Hunters who were present in 


the field yesterday said that the 
deer were "laying close" be- 
cause of the stormy conditions 
and that not enough hunters were 


leaving the roadside areas to 
move them out of the cover. 


These same conditions were 


about what Don Parr, game pro 
tector in the Tidioute section, 
reported from the lower end of 
the county. Except Parr said 
that one of his deputies report* 
ed a good kill in the Queens- 
Hickory area where some of the 
more rugged hunters had gone 
deep into the backcountry. 


Weather conditions today are 


expected to be about the same 
for the second day of the antler, 
less season, except some warm- 
ing is possible with the tempera, 
tures getting into the upper 
40's. 


It is possible if the low kill 


continues toda> and Saturday, 
the third day of the 3-day sea. 
son, is not enough to bring about 
the desired harvest of antler- 
less 
deer 
*he Pennsylvania 


Game Commission will 
use 


its option to add more days to 
the season. The pre-season 
estimate of the Commission 
was that 135,000 antlerless deer 
should be killed to reduce the 
herd to a size indicated by 
range conditions. 


If more days are added to the 


season 
the dates on which 


antlerless deer may be hunted 
will be announced by news media 
as soon as the Commission's 
decision is known.

summer of 1965, was headed by 
Roy Frankhouser of Reading, 
Pa., a former member of both 
the American Naxi Party and 
the National States Rights Party. 


The report, released Sunday, 


summarized a two-year investi- 
gation into the Klan. It said the 
Klan uses terror as a tool to 
achieve white supremacy and 
remain "a vehicle of death, de- 
struction and fear."

It has long been the nope, of 
area naturalists and conserva- 
tionists that this natural phe- 
nomenon would be preserved 
for future generations, but un- 
til recently there were few 
indications that it would be Jlow. 
ever, through the cooperation 
of Mr. and Mrs. W. T. Gran- 
quist title to the lands involved 
have' now been deeded to the 
Northern Allegheny Conserva. 
tion Association and plans axe 
being laid to develop the area 
with emphasis on its education- 
al value. 


Akeley swamp constitutes a 


very unique land and water re- 
lationship. Here is a wildlife 
community that is in a constant 
state of change, mostly because 
land-based vegetation is unceas- 
ingly pushing itself forward into 
the watery 
portions 
of the 


swamp, displacing the water, 
based vegetation, and thus cre- 
ating a constant state of change 
in plant succession 
between 


patches of open water and dry 
land. 
As 
this plant succession 


changes the available habitat 
for wildlife, the wildlife that 
can thrive on the existing habi- 
tat 
changes proportionately. 


And when the time finally comes 
that the land-based vegetation 
completes its takeover of the 
swamp, converting the entire 
area to dry land, as it will at 
some time in the future, both 
the water-oriented habitat and 
the wildlife dependent upon it 
will have been obliterated and 
the uniqueness of the area will 
be lost. 


But the time when this will 


come about is far off in the dis- 
tant future. 
In the meantime 


it will be possible to study the 
Akeley swamp, not only as an 
area where animals of both 
land and water preferences in- 
termingle and many that prefer 
the shoreline that divides the 
two habitats can be found, but 
as an example of the natural 
evolution that eventually leads 
to the "death" of a lake. The 
Akeley swamp is all that re- 
mains of a lake that once ex- 
tended northward all the way 
into New York State. 


But the evolutional process 


requires eons of time to com- 


plete its task. 
First many, 


many years of aquatic plants 
and animals dying and settling 
to the bottom are required to 
build the muck bottom on which 
bulrushes and cattails and simi- 
lar plants can grow. As these 
plants grow and spread they also 
die and help to build up more 
soil. 


Finally grasses and sedges 


are able to root and form sod, 
and on this sod base swamp 
shrubs such as the willow be- 
gin to thrive. As the process 
continues and the land area in- 
creases 
trees such as red 


maple, ash, and elm will start 
to grow along the edges. Soon 
the 
encroachment is wide- 


spread and the swamp is being 
choked out of existence. 


Presently the Akeley swamp 


is ideally "aged" to present 
this evolutional drama in its 
most dramatic and educational 
form. And through the prop- 
er development of the area 
should contribute much to the 
conservation awareness and ap- 
preciation of those who will 
visit it. 


All who have contributed to- 


ward bringing the Thomas Jef- 
ferson Mahaffey Wetlands Con- 
servation Area into being are 
to be commended. Their ef- 
forts and contributions to this 
worthy project have provided 
the Warren area with a recre- 
ational development that is ex- 
ceptionally unique, and will one 
day be highly appreciated by the 
community.

WARDING OFF COLD 
Protection against the cold means wearing proper 


gloves, footgear, clothing and going indoors whenthoroly 
chilled. Still, most northerners envy their southern coun. 
terparts who can bask in warm sunny air when wintry 
winds visit our area. Some persons have physical reasons 
why they suffer from the cold and are bothered even tho 
the temperatures are not sub-zero.Theymaybemalnour. 
ished, have a low metabolism, diabetes, anemia, or poor 
circulation. Others are overly sensitive or allergic to 
the cold or have a marked Intolerance to low tempera, 
hires. These people need maximum protection or,perhaps 
they should winter in the south. 


Individuals who must remain out of doors in subzero 


weather or work in artificially-cooled environments must 
also protect themselves against cold damage by wearing 
appropriate clothing. Thick multllayered coats ana pants 
are preferred. 
The garments should be light-weight 


and wlndproof. Fibers that are not easily compressed 
and trap air offer excellent insulation. 


Ordinary gloves should be worn, but In extreme cold, 


it may be necessary to wear a double pair. Many manu- 
facturers of safety equipment sell thermal gloves with a 
plastic outer lining and a long gauntlet that fits snugly 
around the wrist. The inner part is soft-napped, bulky, 
meshed cotton. The porous liner perm its air to circulate 
and minimizes perspiration. Good shoes and heavy socks 
keep the feet warm. 
Avoid wet and tight garments. Sweating feet become a 


problem, especially when rubber boots are worn. Dry the 
feet frequently and put on loose-fitting dry socks. Ac- 
tivity improves the circulation and generates neafc A 
face mask Is helpfull especially for oldsters with em- 
physeraa or heart trouble.
